On the brink of power. House 
Republicans challenged President 
Obama on Tuesday to join them in 
a drive to cut federal spending, ban 
earmarks for favored projects and 
overhaul the nation’s tax code. 

At the same time, incoming 
House Majority Leader Eric Can- 
tor, R-Va., conceded the new GOP 
majority intends to bypass its own 
new rules when it votes next week 
to wipe out the health care law 
approved by Democrats in 2010. 

“We just need to repeal it,” Can- 
tor said of the effort to fulfill one of 
the party’s main campaign prom- 
ises from last fall. 

Republicans, their ranks 
expanded by tea party-backed 
freshmen, take control of the House 
when the 112th Congress convenes 
at noon on Wednesday. One of the 
first orders of business will be the 
election of Ohio Republican John 
Boehner as speaker, replacing Dem- 
ocrat Nancy Pelosi. 

Across the Capitol, Democrats 
retained their majority in the 
November elections. But the 60 
seats they controlled two years ago

Videos Cost Captain Job 



Senior officer relieved 
of position, assigned 
to administrative role 

Norfolk, Va. 

The Navy permanently removed a 
senior officer from command of an 
aircraft carrier Tuesday because of 
raunchy comedy videos he made and 
showed to the crew several years 
ago. The videos, which included 
anti-gay slurs and sexual innuen- 
do, showed extremely poor judg- 
ment by Capt. Owen Honors, said 
the commander of U.S. Fleet Forc- 
es, Adm. John C. Harvey Jr. 

“While Capt. Honors’ perfor- 
mance as commanding officer of 
USS Enterprise has been without 
incident, his profound lack of good 
judgment and professionalism 
while previously serving as execu- 
tive officer on Enterprise calls into 
question his character and com- 
pletely undermines his credibili- 
ty to continue to serve effective- 
ly in command,” Harvey said in a 
statement read to reporters in Nor- 


folk on Tuesday afternoon. 

Honors has been reassigned 
to an administrative role. Harvey 
said the Navy continues to inves- 
tigate the case of the videos from 
2006 and 2007 and will look into 
what other officers aboard the USS 
Enterprise knew about them. 

No phone listing was immedi- 
ately available for Honors, and he 
did not respond to e-mails. 

Some sailors who served on the 
Enterprise have taken to Facebook 


to defend Honors and his video 
skits for providing a much-needed 
morale boost during long deploy- 
ments at sea. They portrayed Hon- 
ors as a man who genuinely cared 
about his sailors and helped them 
blow off steam with corny and 
occasionally outrageous videos he 
concocted every week during six- 
month tours of duty in the Middle 
East at the height of the Iraq War. 
Maintaining morale is typically 
part of the XO’s job. (ap)

3 Decades Later, 
Texan Exonerated 


Court declares man 
innocent after DNA 
evidence clears him 

Dallas 

A Texas man declared innocent 
Tuesday after 30 years in prison 
could have cut short his prison stint 
twice and made parole — if only he 
would admit he was a sex offend- 
er. But Cornelius Dupree Jr. refused 
to do so, doggedly maintaining his 
innocence in a 1979 rape and rob- 
bery, in the process serving more 
time for a crime he didn’t commit 
than any other Texas inmate exon- 
erated by DNA evidence. 

“Whatever your truth is, you 
have to stick with it,” Dupree, 51, 
said Tuesday, minutes after a Dallas 
judge overturned his conviction. 

Nationally, only two others 
exonerated by DNA evidence spent 
more time in prison, according 
to the Innocence Project, a New 
York legal center that specializes 
in wrongful conviction cases and 
represented Dupree. 


Wrongly Imprisoned 

Under Texas compensation laws 
for the wrongly imprisoned, Corne- 
lius Dupree is eligible for $80,000 
for each year he was behind bars, 
plus a lifetime annuity. He could re- 
ceive $2.4 million in a lump sum that 
is not subject to federal income tax. 
The compensation law, the nation’s 
most generous, was passed in 2009 
by the Texas Legislature after doz- 
ens of wrongly convicted men were 
released from prison, (ap) 


Dupree was sentenced to 75 
years in prison in 1980 for the 
rape and robbery of a 26-year-old 
Dallas woman a year earlier. He 
was released in July on manda- 
tory supervision and lived under 
house arrest until October. About 
a week after his release, DNA test 
results came back proving his inno- 
cence in the sexual assault. One of 
Dupree’s lawyers, Barry Scheck, 
called it “a glorious day.” 

“It’s a joy to be free again,” 
Dupree said, jeff carlton (ap)

Sudan Aims for ‘the Real Peace’ 


Leader VOWS support 
for the south if voters 
decide on secession 

Juba, Sudan 

Sudan’s government waged war 
with the south for more than two 
decades and repeatedly tried to 
delay an independence referendum. 
Now, President Omar al-Bashir 
said Tuesday he will help the oil- 
rich south if next week’s vote splits 
Africa’s largest nation in two. 

Al-Bashir, who is wanted on 
allegations of genocide and other 


atrocities committed in Sudan’s 
western Darfur region, said unity 
cannot be imposed by force. 

“We will be happy to achieve 
the real peace and final peace 
for all citizens in the north and 
the south,” al-Bashir said during 
a rare visit to the southern capi- 
tal of Juba. He pledged to give a 
fledgling southern Sudan “any- 
thing you need.” 

Analysts said his remarks 
reflected a realization that the 
Sudanese government, battling 
insurgencies in the east and west, 
could not delay the weeklong ref- 
erendum on independence in the 


Eyes on the Vote 

Nearly 4 million people have reg- 
istered to vote in Sudan’s referen- 
dum beginning Sunday. The vote will 
be scrutinized by more than 3,000 
observers. Actor George Clooney 
and activist John Prendergast will 
arrive on Thursday, and former pres- 
ident Jimmy Carter and former U.N. 
secretary-general Kofi Annan are 
also coming. Former South African 
president Thabo Mbeki willspeak 
in Juba on Friday, and former U.S. 
Democratic presidential candidate 
John Kerry already has arrived, (ap)

Karzai Calls on ‘Foreign Friends’ to Stop Meddling

Hours before Afghan President Hamid Karzai spoke in downtown Kabul 
on Tuesday, a rare bomb explosion in the capital killed a policeman and wound- 
ed three other people in what appeared to be a symbolic strike against the gov- 
ernment and a reminder of the Afghan insurgents’ ability to strike at will, (ap) 


Kabul, Afghanistan 

Afghanistan’s president told foreign 
powers Tuesday to stop meddling 
in the country’s internal affairs — 
apparently lashing back at those 
who say rampant government cor- 
ruption undermines rebuilding the 
war-ravaged nation. 

This is not the first time Presi- 
dent Hamid Karzai has complained 
of such international interference. 
He was careful not to specify any 
issue, but fraud-marred elections 
have been a recent target of inter- 
national criticism. 


“I ask our foreign friends not to 
interfere in our internal affairs, not 
to interfere in our constitution,” 
Karzai said. “They must stop med- 
dling in our implementation of the 
law in our country.” 

The U.S. in particular has 
pressed Karzai to crack down on 


corruption in his government, at 
times threatening to withhold mil- 
lions of dollars in aid. 

Karzai spoke at a ceremony 
marking the seventh anniversary of 
Afghanistan’s constitution, created 
after a U.S.-led invasion ousted the 
country’s Taliban rulers, (ap)

Philippine police investigating the 
New Year’s Eve shooting death of a 
local councilman did not have to look 
further than the last photograph the 
victim took to find the killer. 

The picture, taken outside the 
councilman’s house in Manila, 
clearly shows a man aiming his 
gun from behind the victim’s smil- 
ing three-member family, seconds 
before he was shot. 

The relatives — Councilman 
Reynaldo Dagsa’s daughter, wife 
and mother-in-law — are seen 
standing beside the family’s car, 
and the gunman is pointing his gun 
at Dagsa. In another corner of the 
photograph is a man police identi- 
fied as the assassin’s lookout. 

Police said Tuesday that Dagsa 
was shot seconds after the photo 
was taken and died of his wounds 
by the time he reached a hospital. 
His family gave police the photo. 


which ran on the Philippine Daily 
Inquirer’s front page Tuesday. 

Caloocan city police chief Jude 
Santos said the man identified as 
the gunman in the picture was 
arrested Monday. His accomplice 


also was arrested, Santos said. 

He said the main suspect was 
a car thief who was out on bail 
and likely sought revenge against 
Dagsa for ordering his arrest last 
year, (ap)

Progressive governor’s assassination sends Pakistan further into turmoil 


Karachi, Pakistan 

The tightening grip of Islamist 
extremism in Pakistan was vio- 
lently highlighted Tuesday with the 
assassination of one of the nation’s 
most outwardly progressive politi- 
cians by his own police guard, who 
told investigators he was incensed 
by his boss’ stance against a contro- 
versial anti-blasphemy law. 

The killing of Salman Taseer, 
the razor-tongued governor of Pun- 
jab province, stunned the nation 
and further rocked his ruling Paki- 
stan People’s Party, which is strug- 
gling to keep its government afloat 
after its key ally’s defection Sun- 
day to the opposition. 

The governor, an ally of embat- 
tled President Asif Ali Zardari, was 
assassinated Tuesday at an upscale 
market in Islamabad, the nation’s 
capital. Police said he was shot mul- 
tiple times at the shopping plaza 
near his home. 

A Pakistani news station quoted 
a witness who said he saw a securi- 
ty guard get out of Taseer’s vehicle, 
raise a Kalashnikov rifle and fire 
through the window of the vehi- 
cle. The Associated Press report- 
ed he was hit with 26 bullets, all 
in the back. Interior Minister Reh- 
man Malik said one of the gover- 
nor’s guards surrendered to police 
after the shooting and told them 
he was angered by Taseer’s recent 
public endorsement of a pardon for 
a Christian woman sentenced to 
death for blasphemy. 

That position had brought Taseer 
threats from Islamist parties, who 
held a strike last week against pro-

posed changes to the nation’s con- 
troversial anti-blasphemy laws. But 
Taseer stood by his view, posting 
on Dec. 30 on his Twitter account: 
“I was under huge pressure sure 2 
cow down b4 rightest pressure on 
blasphemy. Refused. Even if I’m the 
last man standing.” 

The Pakistani government 
announced a three-week mourn- 
ing period for Taseer, the high- 
est-profile politician slain in the 
country since the assassination 
of former prime minister Benazir 
Bhutto three years ago. 

Authorities said the arrested 
security guard was a member of 
the so-called “elite force,” a Pun- 
jab police commando unit tasked

Militancy “has infiltrated and 
creeped into every segment of soci- 
ety, whether they are police force 
or army or bureaucracy,” Khwaja 
Asif, a leader of the political oppo- 
sition, said Tuesday. 

The assassination sent new 
tremors through Pakistan’s polit- 
ical scene, which has been rocked 
by crisis since a key partner in the 
U.S.-allied governing coalition 
joined the opposition Sunday. That 
move cost the coalition its parlia- 
mentary majority. 

Taseer was a close adviser to 
Zardari and was known as a fire- 
brand protector of progressive 
views in a country where conser-

The Muttahida Qaumi 
Movement, known as MQM, cited 
corruption and a recent gasoline 
price hike as the reasons it joined 
the opposition. Zardari’s options 
for salvaging his government 
include trying to win the sup- 
port of the main opposition party, 
the Pakistan Muslim League-N, 
headed by former prime minister 
Nawaz Sharif.

Metro Installs Lifts Czar 


New position wiLL foous 
on fixing chronicaLLy faulty 
escalators and elevators 

Metro has created a senior managerial posi- 
tion to oversee the system’s problematic 
escalators and will speed up some repairs 
after reports of chronic maintenance defi- 
ciencies and faulty equipment. 

David Lacosse, who has been director 
of Metro’s escalator and elevator office for 
about seven years, will report to Rodri- 
go Bitar, who has been named to the new 
position of general superintendent of ele- 
vator and escalator programs. 

Metro Assistant General Manager Dave 
Kubicek made the appointment last month. 
The reorganization was first reported by

the Washington Examiner. 

The goal of the appointment is to 
“strengthen the leadership of the pro- 
gram, particularly with respect to quali- 
ty assurance,” Metro spokeswoman Lisa 


Farbstein said in an e-mail. 

Bitar, a veteran engineer, is faced with 
tackling a perennial problem for the transit 
agency. Lengthy escalator outages have been 
a frequent source of customer complaints 
as Metro has fallen behind in maintaining 
its 588 escalators and 275 elevators, which 
are an integral part of the system. 

One of Bitar’s priorities in the coming 
months will be to supervise the implemen- 
tation of recommendations made in an 
independent review of escalators and ele- 
vators ordered by Interim General Manag- 
er Richard Sarles last summer and released 
in the fall. 

The agency announced last week that it 
would accelerate an overhaul of eight esca- 
lators at Gallery Place and Union Station.

“Here we are ... fighting to pre- 
serve what little we have,” Gray 
said. “We have the smallest sliver

Riders Fight Back Against

Washington 

Members of the public spoke out 
against Metro’s decision to start 
random bag inspections, with 
speaker after speaker condemning 
the initiative at a meeting held by 
the Metro Riders’ Advisory Coun- 
cil on Monday evening. 

In a string of one-minute state- 
ments in the public comment peri- 
od of the Riders’ Advisory Coun- 
cil (RAC) meeting, virtually every 
speaker called the searches uncon- 
stitutional, invasive and ineffec- 
tive — arguing they could create 
a false sense of security and aid 
terrorists. Speakers urged Metro 
to halt the practice. 

“I’d like to ask Metro to please 
stop wasting our time and money,” 
Andy Hunt said, adding that Metro 
has hurt more people in accidents 
than any terrorist. “If he wants to 
hurt us, he’s gonna hurt us.” 

Dozens of other speakers 
agreed, castigating the searches as 
“security theater” that is more like- 


ly to heighten fear than safety and 
rejecting Metro’s position that the 
searches will deter attackers. 

“We’re not Israel, nor should we 
be,” Robert Ehrmann said. “The 
searches are ineffective.”

The Redskins 

The 2010 Washington Redskins 
will be remembered for two catch- 
phrases: “conditioning test” and 
“cardiovascular endurance ” 

Here’s another one worth not- 
ing, uttered by general manager 
Bruce Allen one year ago this week: 
“Last place two years in a row is 
not Redskins football.” 

As it turns out, Redskins foot- 
ball is now last place three years 
in a row. 

For the first time in franchise 
history, Washington sits at the bot- 
tom of its division in the final stand- 
ings for the third-straight season, 
showing only marginal statistical 
improvement in the transition from 
Jim Zorn’s 4-12 team to the Mike 
Shanahan squad that wrapped a 
6-10 record with Sunday’s loss to 
the New York Giants. 

The no-nonsense coach’s 
attempt at bringing stability to a 
franchise that has bred turmoil 
and mediocrity for nearly two 
decades is proving to be a might- 
ier task than most in the organi- 
zation would have imagined. One 
piece of evidence speaks volumes: 
The final tally of money collected 
from players who showed up late 
for meetings and committed other 
indiscretions. 

“I’ve had more fines here my 
first year than I did with Denver, 
then I did with the Raiders,” Sha- 
nahan said Monday. “That’s what 
I mean [by] just a sense of respon- 
sibility, people doing things the 
right way. ... After your first year, 
usually, they understand the stan- 
dard that you’ve set — and people 
comply a lot quicker.” 

While Shanahan wants to run 
the Redskins more like a profes- 
sional organization, the coach 
himself was a major contributor

to yet another circus season in the 
nation’s capital. He alienated the 
two biggest names on his roster — 
Albert Haynesworth and Donovan 
McNabb — in very public fashion, 
eventually benching one and sus- 
pending the other. 

Shanahan said he will review 
the game videos over the next two 
weeks before deciding on a plan for 
his quarterbacks and the rest of 
the roster heading into free agen- 
cy and the draft. 

“Anytime you’re 6-10, obvious- 
ly, that’s a big disappointment,” 


said Shanahan, who matched his 
worst full-season record in his 17 
seasons as an NFL coach. “But I 
think the key is where you’re head- 
ed, and we’re headed in the right 
direction.” 

Which means, maybe, just 
maybe, playing for the Redskins 
won’t feel like such a soap opera 
anymore. “I hope so,” said corner- 
back Carlos Rogers, an unrestrict- 
ed free agent who said he wants to 
return. “Shanahan’s trying to clear 
it all up; he’s trying to clear up 
everything.”

Disturbing Vision 

In the world of gaming, this might 
be a first: A few months before one 
of the most anticipated gadgets of 
the year is set to arrive in stores, 
its manufacturer warns users that 
the device “could possibly have a 
negative impact on 
the growth of [young 
users’] eyes." 

That’s the news 
Nintendo has quietly 
released regarding its 
newest handheld video 
game device, the 3DS. 
The gadget, slated to 
go on sale in March, 
is the first mainstream product that 
creates the illusion of 3-D graphics 
without the use of glasses. 

That innovation would be a major 
tech breakthrough — unless, of 
course, it shrinks your eyeballs. I 
did some checking, and apparently 
Nintendo’s message got more lost in 
translation than Bill Murray. 

Nintendo is concerned that for 
young children, prolonged use of the 
gadget might “rewire" the way their 
brains interpret signals from their 
eyes. In theory, the kids could get so 
accustomed to looking at the illusion 
of 3-D that they would have a hard 
time seeing reality. So, Nintendo says 
children younger than 6 should not 
play the 3DS. For everyone else, game 
on — at your own risk.

Anne Midgette shares 
the taLe of a cLassicaL 
musician’s triumph 
over a career crisis 


Author Q& A 

Leon Fleisher was 36 years old 
and an accomplished classical 
pianist when he lost the use of two 
fingers on his right hand. For 30 
years he worked to regain mobility, 
practicing every day in hopes that 
his fingers would heal. It wasn’t 
until the mid-’90s that doctors 


diagnosed the problem as focal 
dystonia and began a successful 
treatment of Botox injections. 

But those 30 years weren’t a 
waste, as Fleisher’s new memoir 

f attests. “My Nine 
Lives: A Memoir 
of Many Careers 
in Music” ($26, 
Doubleday) 
co-written with 
Washington Post 
Midgette music critic Anne 

Midgette, recounts 

his tragedy and triumph, as well as 
everything in between: Fleisher 


became a teacher and conductor, 
and he mastered a wide repertory 
of left-handed compositions. 

Midgette spoke to Express about 
her literary duet with the pianist. 

Were you aware of Fleisher’s story 
when you first heard his music? 

I knew his story. ... I knew him as 
one of the great teachers — the 
Obi-Wan Kenobi of piano, as he’s 
often called. 

What makes his style different? 

He has a keen understanding of 
how to delve into the music. ... If you 


listen to his Bach “Sheep May Safely 
Graze,” which is on his CD “Two 
Hands” — the first two-handed 
CD he made in 30 years — you can 
hear that wonderful simplicity, like 
cool water flowing.

How did teaching and conducting 
change his approach? 

As a solo pianist, you’re supposed to 
sit in a room with your instrument 
for hours every day and try to make 
yourself the best you can be. He 
says not being able to play with two 
hands forced him to find new words 
to express himself and made him a 
better teacher and conductor. 

How did it change his repertory, 
aside from the many left-handed 
compositions he performed? 

The repertory he dealt with as a 
conductor took him way outside 
what he did as a pianist. He gave 
a concert at the 92nd Y in New 
York a couple of weeks ago. He 
finished with two pieces by Gyorgy 
Ligeti, which is very avant-garde 
[music] from the 1950s and 1960s. 
... It was, for me, a very heartening 
concert to see the depth and 
dimensionality in his music- 
making that, I think, came directly 
as a result of not being able to play 
the standard repertory for so many 
years.

South Beach-weary 
can find relief in an 
eclectic Miami hood 

Excursion 

For travelers looking for respite 
from South Beach clubs and the 
oh-so-chic Design District, the 
offbeat Miami Modern District 
— also known as MiMo — offers 
a welcome change of pace. 

No Segway tours here. This is 
the real Miami, a place to pass a 
lazy afternoon by the bay, peruse 
independent boutiques and enjoy 
some surprisingly delicious local 
bistros — including celebrity chef 
Michelle Bernstein’s flagship res- 
taurant, Michy’s. 

The stretch along Route 1, which 
recently received a historic desig- 
nation, lies just north of midtown, 
dividing Biscayne Bay’s hidden resi- 
dential neighborhoods from Miami’s 
Little Haiti corridor. MiMo is easily 
distinguished by a string of 1950s- 
era or Mid-century Modern motels 
along Biscayne Boulevard, and by 
the original, kitschy, three-story sign 
of the Coppertone Girl and her dog 
on a building overlooking the traffic 
at 7300 Biscayne Blvd. The hotels 
flourished in the 1950s as afford-

able, family-friendly lodging before 
the advent of freeways — so, too, did 
the first franchised Playboy Club 
(now defunct), which flouted seg- 
regation rules in the waning years 
of Jim Crow. Then, like much of 
Miami, the neighborhood fell into 
disrepair. But today, MiMo is once 


more on the rise. 

MiMo is still a mix of naughty 
and nice. A couple of the hotels, like 
the New Yorker at 6500 Biscayne 
Blvd., have been revamped in the 
sleek style of their 1950s heyday and 
are drawing young, European bud- 
get travelers, but midnight police 
sirens aren’t uncommon. 

Still, it’s fine for day-trippers 
with families, who can start the 
morning just outside MiMo’s north- 
ern border at Yiya’s Gourmet Cuban 
Bakery and Cafe, at 646 NE 79th St. 
Enjoy a cafe con leche and sugar- 
dusted vanilla croissant or a guava 
cheese Danish and chat with the 
super-friendly staff (ap)

Maya Angelou gives 
aspiring poets and 
cooks the same advice: 
“Plan every movement.

This year, the literary 
luminary will receive 
the Presidential Medal 
of Freedom for filling 
libraries with weighty 
poetry and prose, but 
her latest project is 
considerably lighter. 

In “Great Food, All Day 
Long: Cook Splendidly, 
Eat Smart” ($30, 
Random House), she 
shares her healthy, 
homespun dishes. 

Why did you decide to 
start writing cookbooks? 

Oh, Fin a cook! Fm a serious cook. 
A few days ago, someone interview- 
ing me said, “So, you’re a chef?” 
and I said, “No, Fm not a chef A 
chef is someone who cooks to be 
compensated.” I cook to be com- 
pensated by the smiles of family 
and the laughs of my friends. 

What do meals mean to you? 

In a wonderful way, mealtime is 
almost the most intimate time that 
people have together. Of course, 
when one is making love with some- 
one one loves, with a beloved, that’s 
the most intimate. But the next most 
intimate time is when a person has 
gone shopping for the freshest pro- 
duce, the finest-looking chicken or 
beef or fish, and came home to pre- 
pare it in the best possible way, and 
then presented it beautifully and sat

dovm to eat it with a beloved — that 
is extremely intimate. 

Has the idea of dinnertime 
changed in this country?

At McDonald’s, 
Burger King and even at the coun- 
ters in their own homes. We’re los- 
ing something so important, and it 
will change America. It wiW change 
who we are to ourselves and to each 
other and to the world. 

is cooking like writing poetry? 

Yes, cooking is like writing poetry, 
but it’s also like building a house. 
You want the best ingredients. 
When you’re writing a poem, you 
hope to have a good vocabulary, 
and to choose the nouns and pro- 
nouns and verbs carefully. The way 
you put them together will deter- 
mine how they affect another per- 
son. And it’s really because you’ve 
been careful in the choice of your 
ingredients and respectful of how 
they work together. That’s true of 
all the efforts in life. 

is there a meal that’s particularly 
poetic? 

Oh, I don’t know — it depends on 
who’s eating or who’s preparing 
it and what time of day it is. But 
I’ll say this: Somebody made the 
rule that you have eggs for break- 
fast, a sandwich at lunch and a 
steak at dinner. That’s ridiculous. 
If you get up in the morning and

PEARS IN PORT WINE 


Ingredients 

» 4 ripe, firm pears 
» 3 cups Ruby Port wine 
» 1/4 cup sugar 
a 1 jigger (3 tablespoons) 
a Cointreau 

a 2 teaspoons vanilla extract 

Serves 4 

Serving size: One pear, or 
if one-half pear will satisfy, 
offer vanilla ice creann at 
the first serving. 


Peel the pears, but leave thenn whole. With the stenn end intact, cut 
off a thin slice at the bottonn so that the pears can stand upright. 

In a nonreactive saucepan, bring the Port, sugar and 2 cups of 
water to a boil. 

Place the whole pears in the liquid, lower the heat, and sinnnner un- 
covered for about 35 nninutes, turning the pears occasionally, until they 
are tender. Rennove pears with a slotted spoon and set aside. 

Increase the heat under the saucepan and reduce the liquid by half 
by boiling vigorously for 20 nninutes to a nnediunn-thick syrup. Add the 
Cointreau and vanilla. 

Place the pears upright in a serving dish and spoon the reduced 
syrup over thenn. Chill for at least two hours before serving.

How has regional food affected 
your style of cooking? 

I’m respectful of the men and 
women cooking those things in 
their way. We all eat the same 
things all over the world: flour, 
corn, millet, meat and vegetables 
and fish. People prepare the foods 
in different ways, but I like the idea 
that Fm a human being — nothing 
human can be alien to me. We make 
a mistake in thinking there’s a mys- 
tique.

Favorite recipe?

I love hash. If I’ve had a roast prime 
rib, I make a hash. I like one-pot 
meals. Sometimes there are those 
folks who don’t want to eat left- 
overs, but there are ways to prepare 
leftovers so that the diner doesn’t 
think it’s the original recipe. 

Any advice for novice cooks? 

I encourage a novice cook to read 
a recipe carefully. Put everything 
that goes into the recipe out on the 
counter ... and plan every move- 
ment.
